Will Be Laid Before Congress, 
Washington, D. C., Jan. 5. —I Special. 
While no formal offer has been made by this 
country for the Danish West Indies an 
understanding was reached some time ago 
that the matter would be presented to Con- 


gress. 

Last November Captain Christmas of the 
Danish navy visited Washington. He saw 
the President and Secretary, and while he 
had no official authority to commit his goy- 
ernment, made it clear that Denmark Would 
accept $3,000,000 for the islands. 

There was a tacit agreement that Den- 
mark would make no offers to other nations 
until the matter could be submitted to Con- 


gress. 
On the other hand, evident if the 
United States the Islands Den- 


mark would offer to sell them to some Euro- 
pean power and let the purchaser take the 
chance of running against the Monroe doc- 
trine. 

Denmark simply cannot afford the luxury. 
The islands are a financial burden and the 
little Kingdom has no navy to justify coai- 
ing stations, besides which the islands are 
not available for such purposes. 

The United States offered years ago §7,- 
500,000 for the islands of St. John and St. 
Thomas, the third island of St. Croix hav- 
ing been claimed by the French, although 
the title is now good in Denmark. Secre- 
tary Seward negotiated a treaty of cession 
tor the sum named, but the Senate refused 
to ratify it. 

The present program is to submit to Con- 
gress a proposition to appropriate $3,000,000 
for the purchase of the three Danish islands 
and leave the responsibility with that body. 
Denmark gives this country the first chance.

Thinks Law Needs Only Amendments.

History of Lake Chicago. 

The history of Lake Chicago is reviewed 
and given four distinct stages, with refer- 
which many of the locations of the 
geography are made.

It is known as the Glen- 
wood stage. The coast line is well marked, 
extending as far back as Maywood and 
south to La Grange, Sag Outlet, and Home- 
wood.

EXPLAINS EARTH’S MAGNETISM. 
Professor Rowland of Baltimore Makes 
Experiments Showing Effect of 


— 


Baltimore, Md., Jan. 5—{Special. Dr. 
Henry A. „professor of physics at 
the Johns Hopkins University, claims to 
have made a discovery explaining the cause 
of the magnetism of the earth. About a 
year ago Dr. Rowland commenced his ex- 
periments. He was attracted to the subject, 
he says, by the lack of explanation or theory 
for the earth’s magnetism. 


The apparatus used by Dr. Rowland is « 
u a shaft.

simple metal wheel revolving 
by means of an electric motor.

Although his work is upon an in- 
finitesimal scale in the laboratory experi- 
ments, Dr. Rowland says he. is convinced 
the principle holds good for the earth and 
other bodies as they revolve through space, 
the immense weight and great speed of these 
bodies adding to the amount of magnetism.

Prices were declining and there 
were reports of large unsold stocks of goods 
on hand. In most directions the tendency 
was still downwards during the first two 
months of the year, but then t character 
of the market changed. The pe wt has 
been good enough to show that supplies had 
been overestimated, the market for raw 
material had been a strengthening influence, 
and rumors Were afloat of an impending 
combination of woolen mills.
